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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: clainns 1, 3-5, 12-14, and 18-40 remains 
rejected in view of Philyaw (US 6,725,260). Please note that the Examiner is only required to interpret the claims to their broadest 
limitations and what is claimed. So for independent claims 1, 23, 31, and 35 stating "user data in part on a unique ID code" where the 
Examiner views "unique" as not limiting to a certain degree of what is considered unique and ID code can be of anything such as user ID 
(col. 12, line 66), a computer ID of the user (col. 14, line 33), or an ID of the software product or application that the user attempting to 
access (col. 17, lines 49). Thus, Philyaw does teach comparing the user data in part on a unique ID code (col. 30, lines 48-50) with 
previous archived user data (col. 12, line 66 thru col. 13, lines 50 in order to obtain or access the software product (col. 18, lines 36-42). It 
Is inherent the ultimate goal to the comparison process is to prevent unauthorized access or to prevent piracy of software application, 
else, there is not a need to verify the user data by comparing the user data to the archived data (col. 33, lines 30-33 and col. 34, lines 13- 
32). As per claim 23, fails to claim "preventing two different users from making use of the same copy of a give software application". 
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
